TO  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS  OF 
THE  BOROUGH  OF  MACCLESFIELD 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ending  December,  1954. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
shows  a  decrease  of  30  from  last  year,  a  trend  which  is  also 
shown  by  the  fact  that  in  the  period  1949-54,  deaths  have 
exceeded  births  by  57. 

477  live  births  show  a  decrease  of  5  from  last  year  and 
give  a  birth  rate  of  13.47. 

Deaths  from  all  causes  were  513,  an  increase  of  37  over 
1953  giving  a  rate  of  14.40  per  1,000. 

Infant  Deaths,  too,  show  an  increase  of  7  to  17,  10 
deaths  were  due  to  prematurity,  injury  at  birth  or  congenital 
malformation. 

There  were  348  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease,  205 
being  Measles  and  51  Whooping  Cough.  Excluding  Pneumonia 
there  were  no  deaths. 

One  case  only  of  Food  Poisoning  was  notified  but 
investigation  failed  to  reveal  the  origin  of  the  infection. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  been  notified  in  the  Borough 
since  1951  and  there  have  been  no  deaths  from  the  disease 
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since  1946.  This  happy  state  of  affairs  has  only  been  achieved 
})y  immunisation  of  a  large  number  of  children  over  a  long 
])eriod  of  years. 

It  is  therefore  alarming  to  see  a  mounting  apathy  over 
the  protection  of  children  from  a  disease,  which  given  a 
population  of  low  immunity,  may  recur  with  all  its  old 
virulence. 

Preliminary  work  occasioned  by  the  Housing,  Repairs 
and  Rents  Act  has  made  considerable  demands  on  the 
personnel  of  the  Department,  but  it  is  expected  that  the 
necessary  information  for  submission  to  the  Council  will  be 
available  by  the  middle  of  1955. 

The  magnitude  of  the  task  still  remaining  has  been 
recognised  by  the  Establishment  Committee  which  has  agreed 
to  the  necessity  for  extra  staff. 

As  the  survey  has  proceeded  it  has  been  confirmed  that 
the  decision  to  concentrate  on  the  Commercial  Road  Area  for 
Clearance  was  right.  Over  90%  of  the  564  houses  there  are 
defective  and  74%  have  an  estimated  life  of  0 — 5  years. 

While  it  is  agreed  that  such  houses  as  are  found  in 
Brasshouse  Street,  Albion  Street  and  Elizabeth  Street,  to 
name  but  a  few  of  the  collections  of  decrepit  property  in  the 
town,  are  equally  bad,  nowhere  else  are  they  so  concentrated. 
No  other  area  offers  such  a  good  site  for  rebuilding  in  the 
town  itself. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  for  its  size,  Macclesfield  with 
more  than  half  its  houses  in  various  stages  of  dilapidation, 
has  a  problem  as  large  as  any  town  in  England. 

In  conclusion,  I  offer  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  under¬ 
standing,  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  and  other  Departments 
of  the  Corporation.

The  total  numbers  of  live  births  and  of  deaths  of  residents 
in  the  Borough  during  1954  were  477  and  513  respectively. 
These  figures  show  an  excess  of  deaths  over  births  of  36.  In 
1953  there  was  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  6. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  13.47  is  lower  by  0.44  than  for  1953. 

The  Death  Rate  of  14.40  shows  an  increase  of  0.97  com¬ 
pared  with  the  rate  for  1953.

While  the  general  death  rate  shows  an  increase,  the 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  37. To  per  1,000  live  births,  also 
shows  an  increase  of  10.99  over  1953. 

IT  deaths  occurred  during  1954.  5  are  accounted  for  by 
Pneumonia,  5  Prematurity,  1  Meningitis,  1  Injury  at  Birth, 
4  Congenital  Malformations,  and  1  other  cause. 

Of  these  infant  deaths  four  were  illegitimate. 

Table  I  shows  the  ages,  and  causes  of  death. 

In  no  case  was  the  cause  of  death  established  by  post¬ 
mortem  exa,mination .

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


Scarlet  Fever 

During  the  year  1954,  30  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
notified  and  24  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
In  1953,  53  cases  were  notified  and  53  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Diphtheria 

During  1954  no  notifications  of  Diphtheria  were  received. 


Immunization 

Since  1939  when  immunization  on  a  general  scale  against 
Diphtheria  was  adopted  in  Macclesfield,  11,215  children  have 
been  inoculated.  Analysis  shews  that  at  the  31st  December, 
1954,  there  have  been  treated  1.591  children  of  pre-school  age 
and  4,137  belonging  to  the  5 — 15  age  group,  the  remaining 
5,487  being  over  15  years. 

These  figures  are  shewn  in  tabular  form  (see  Table  V) 
according  to  the  various  age  groups  for  1939  onwards.  Thus 
the  figures  for  those  children  0 — 5  are  shewn  for  each  year  to 
the  right  of  the  top  thick  line,  while  those  of  schoolchildren 
5 — 15  years  are  given  between  the  two  thick  lines,  those  below 
the  lower  left  line  being  over  15  at  the  date  mentioned.  Adjust¬ 
ments  have  been  made  in  reaching  the  final  figures  for  those 
children  of  4  plus,  who  during  the  year  continue  to  pass  from 
the  pre-school  to  the  school  group,  and  also  for  those  of  14 
plus,  who  have  reached  their  fifteenth  birthday,  and  are 
therefore  excluded  from  the  5 — 15  school  group. 

Enteric  Fever 

No  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

27  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  during  the 
year,  from  West  Park  Hospital. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 

No  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  during 
the  year. 
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Erysipelas 

4  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified.  Iduring  last  year

Dysentery 

4  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  in  the  Borough.  Last 
year  o  notifications  were  received. 

Acute  Pneumonia 

During  the  year  20  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified. 
The  total  for  1954  was  69  cases.

51  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  compared  with 
189  last  year. 

Tuberculosis 

15  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  3  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  were  notified,  compared  with  20  Pulmonary  and 
2  Non-Pulmonary,  a  total  of  22  last  year. 

All  these  cases  received  Sanatorium  or  Hospital 
treatment.

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EXAMEMATiON  OF  MILK— 1954 


During  the  year,  29  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
examination  as  to  their  Cleanliness  and  Keeping  Quality. 

1.  Accredited  IVlilk,  One  sample  of  accredited  milk  was 
examined  and  reported  to  be  clean  and  wholesome,  and 
passed  the  tests  prescribed  by  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Order,  1920. 

2.  _  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  IVlilk.  2  samples  of 
such  milk  were  examined,  both  proved  to  be  of  wholesome 
character,  and  passed  the  required  standard. 

d.  Undesignatecl  Milk,  Of  8  samples  examined  all  were 
satisfactory  from  the  point  of  view  of  cleanliness  or  keeping 
quality. 

4.  Tyijeroulin  Tested  Milk,  18  samples  were  taken,  all 
of  which  passed  the  required  standard. 


THE  TOWN’S  WATER  SUPPLY 

1.  The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory 
both  in  the  quality  and  quantity. 

2.  The  periodical  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw 
and  filtered  water  are  made  by  the  Borough  Engineer,  and 
monthly  samples  of  water  are  taken  and  analysed  by  the 
Public  Analyst,  from  the  consumers’  taps. 

3.  The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

4.  No  specific  contamination  has  been  identified  but  the 
Corporation  has  taken  all  possible  steps  to  avoid  pollution  by 
acquiring  control  of  the  whole  of  the  Gathering  Grounds  to 
Trentabank  and  to  Ridgegate  Reservoirs. 

5.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  houses  and 
farms,  above  the  level  of  the  gravity  supply,  the  whole  of  the 
dwelling  houses  within  the  Borough  are  supplied  direct  from 
public  water  mains.  There  are  no  standpipe  supplies.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  m  submitting  to  you  my  annual  report  of 
the  work  of  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the  year  1954; — 

The  volume  of  work  undertaken  by  the  Department  has 
shown  a  marked  increase  since  an  Additional  Sanitary 
Inspector  was  appointed,  Mr.  R.  Sharp  commenced  his  duties 
on  17th  Ma\%  1954.  This  additional  work  will  be  seen  by 
examination  of  the  statistical  report. 

Housing  conditions  have  been  constantly  under  review 
and  the  preliminary  survey  commenced,  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
the  committee’s  enthusiasm  for  the  clearance  of  old  and 
worn-out  houses  situate  within  the  Borough.  This  work  will  be 
given  every  priority  with  the  present  staff,  consideration 
should,  however,  be  given  to  the  numerous  other  duties 
required  by  statute,  to  be  carried  out  by  the  inspectors. 

Since  the  decontrol  of  Meat  and  Livestock,  a  much  higher 
standard  of  meat  has  been  submitted  for  inspection  than 
previously  under  the  control  scheme.  The  visits  made  by  your 
Inspectors  to  the  Slaughterhouses  are  much  higher  than  under 
the  Ministry  of  Food  Scheme:  e.g. 

1954  ....  1,145.  1954  ....  704. 

This  has  arisen  due  to  the  return  of  private  Slaughtering, 
which  necessitates  more  frequent  visiting  as  against  a  whole 
time  supervision  by  an  Inspector  m  the  Slaughterhouse.  I 
am  pleased  to  report  that  the  co-operation  of  the  butchers 
throughout  the  Borough  has  been  far  greater  than  was 
originally  anticipated  and  has  thus  enabled  the  efficiency  of 
the  department  to  be  maintained. 

The  standard  of  Food  Hygiene  is  constantly  under  super¬ 
vision  and  more  frequent  visiting  of  Food  Shops,  Cafes, 
Kitchens  and  Food  Preparation  Premises  have  been  carried 
out  during  the  year  : —

One  common  lodging  house  remains  registered  within  the 
Borough,  this  is  controlled  by  the  Salvation  Army  and 
continues  to  be  kept  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

The  total  number  of  beds  provided  were  oT  ;  with  14,472 
nightly  lodgers,  a  decrease  of  6,340  on  the  previous  year  when 
two  common  lodging  houses  were  registered. 

Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

Regular  measures  were  taken  during  the  year  to  keep 
the  nuisance  and  damage  caused  by  pests  (mainly  rats)  to  a 
minimum.  In  March  and  October,  that  part  of  the  sewerage 
system  known  to  be  infested  with  rats  was  treated  with  test 
bait  followed  by  poison  bait.  These  treatments  are  most  useful 
in  destroying  the  rats  in  their  main  habitat  and  help  to  keep 
the  rat  population  within  bounds.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  an  eight-day 
collection  was  maintained  with  difficulty. 

Since  1946  a  considerable  number  of  dwellinghouses  have 
been  erected  within  the  Borough,  with  further  large  schemes 
contemplated.  The  design  of  modern  houses  is  such  that 
ashbins  cannot  be  so  readily  emptied,  as  was  the  case  with 
houses  constructed  around  a  common  yard.  These  latter 
houses  have  commenced  and  will  continue  to  form  the  centre 
of  the  demolition  programme. 

The  future  extension  of  the  Borough  boundary  and  other 
factors  will  necessitate  consideration  being  given  to  the 
formation  of  a  fourth  ash  round ;  in  place  of  the  present  three, 
which  have  been  operated  for  the  past  twenty-five  years.

Salvage  Collection  and  Disposal. 

On  the  first  of  April,  1954,  by  resolution  of  the  Council 
and  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  the 
collection  and  treatment  of  Kitchen  Waste  was  discontinued. 
The  plant  and  appliances  were  sold  by  tender. 

In  spite  of  the  loss  of  money  from  the  sale  of  Kitchen 
Waste,  the  total  revenue  from  the  sale  of  Salvaged  Materials 
has  been  maintained. 

The  strenuous  collection  of  Waste  Paper  has  resulted  in 
an  extra  hundred  tons  of  paper  being  baled  and  sold.
